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REVIEW OF THE YEAR. 








The usual summary of the course of 
the markets and of the incidents in the paper 
and allied trades for the year which ended 
December 31, 1886, is herewith presented. 

The Paper Trade. 

The year just closed has been in some re- 
spects uneventful so far as paper-trade history 
is concerned. A quiet trade has prevailed, 
which, in the long run, has taken up the pro- 
duction very well, and the main cause of com- 
plaint has been the very low prices which have 
prevailed in some grades. The labor trou- 
bles, which caused much disorder and disturb- 
ance in most of the other branches of trade, 
played only a small part in the paper trade. 
At one time there were strikes in several 
mills located at different points, and where the 
demands were for wages they were in most 
cases granted. The wage workers in the 
paper trade, however, as a whole, appear 
to be seeking shorter hours. Three mills in 
Holyoke during the early part of the year 
began the system of shutting down early on 
Saturday evening and starting up about six 
o’clock--on--Monday- morning. The change 
was in every way a success. The workmen 
in. the mills forwarded a petition to the annual 
meeting of the American Paper Makers’ Asso- 
ciation, held at Saratoga, July 28, asking the 
association to indorse this system, but the 
document was never presented. A resolution 
was, however, adopted, referring the matter to 
a committee to report at the next meeting. 

In April, the Mud Pond dam at Lee, Mass., 
burst, and the escaped waters carried death 
and destruction through the valley. Three 
paper mills were damaged. The paper trade, 
both in the city and in different parts of the 
East, responded promptly to the call for as- 
sistance on the part of the sufferers. 

In all grades of paper there has been the 
drag on the market—perhaps last year more 
than before—of inferior grades, which have 
been sold at concessions and have had a ten- 
dency to weaken the market on standard makes. 
Writings have felt the weakness in prices per- 
haps less than any of the other grades. At 
the opening of the year the quotations were : 
Superfines, 16@18c.; fines, 13@15c.; engine- 
sized, g9@11c. During the year these prices 
were pretty well maintained for standard 
makes, although inferior grades were continu- 
ally selling under the market. At the close, 
quotations were: Superfines, 15@16c.; fines, 
12@14c., and engine-sized, 8@r1c. 

Book papers have been broken up very 
greatly as to grades, and prices as_ well. 
There has been a very good movement, but 
prices have gradually slid down, more in<he 
. way of concessions in order to secure particu- 
lar business than in the way of quotations, 
and toward the close book men, in conjunction 
with some makers of news, were considering 
the advisability of bringing about an advance 
by concerted action. At the opening of the 
year supercalendered was selling at 74@ 
8%c.; extra machine-finished, at 7@7%c.; 
machine-finished, at 64%@7%c. These prices 
have gradually yielded and the market closed 
a full half-cent lower all round, and even more 
on inferior or not so well known makes. 

In news the market has shown some marked 
changes, At the opening prices on the street 
, were: No. 1, 5@s%c.; rag and wood, 44 @ 
5ic.; straw, 54@skc. In February a con- 
tract was made for delivery in Chicago at 
4%c.,; which was then considered low. The 
demand for goods was very well sustained, but 
there was a constant tendency to drag prices 
down, a tendency which was greatly assisted 
when the largest contract in New York was 
awarded at 4c. Following this paper was 
offered on the street for future delivery at 
3c. This was the bottom price, and was 
really below the plane of the market at any 
time. Toward the close the news mills were 
well filled with orders, and there was a dispo- 
sitién on the part of mill men to get better 
prices. The closing contract of the year, that 
of a New York daily, was closed at 4c., 
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while the general price for No. 1 news from 
dealers’ hands was Sc. 

Manillas had a very fair call during the past 
year. Prices were held pretty well, and. even 
during the warm months, when stock was low, 
the market for paper did not weaken propor- 
tionately. The stock market began to stiffen 
in the early fall and so did manilla papers, 
this being especially noticeable in light 
weights, the movement being assisted by the 
shutting down of three large mills. On October 
1 a few manufacturers annourced a Kc. ad- 
vance, and in November a meeting of the 
Eastern Manilla Division of the American 
Paper Manufacturers’ Association was held in 
New York city and a general advance of Kc. 
on prices ruling November 1 was made, under 
the new schedule light weights ruling 7@8c. 
and heavy weights 64%,@7c. This agreement 
was carried out and the market closed with 
these figures ruling under a good demand. 
Closely connected with the manilla paper line 
is that of paper bags. There has been a 
heavy demand for these goods and the con- 
sumption is fully up to production. In May 
the bag men advanced prices 10 per cent. on 
*‘old style” bags, but since then there have 
been no changes. 

At the opening of the year the strawboard 
mills of the country were idle, a twenty-days’ 
shut-down, which began December 26, 1885, 
being in progress. It ended on January 16, 
and there was then an accumulation of sixteen 
hundred tons. A very fair trade was had, but 
supplies accumulated so much that at the last 
of April a twenty-day shut-down was ordered, 
the mills starting up on May 17. In June 
prices were advanced $2.50 per ton, the new 
rates being $42.50 per ton for No. 1, $40 for 
No. 2, and $37.50 for No. 3. The Strawboard 
Association also abolished all discounts. In 
July boards began to be quite active, the ac- 
tivity continuing until October, when trade 
fell off somewhat. It, however, improved 
later, and in December there was more than 
the usual business, while prices were fully sus- 
tained. 

When 1885 closed straw wrappings were go- 
ing into Havana under a decree, which ex- 
pired on February 1, 1886, and under the 
terms of which American straw papers were 
scheduled under. the same tariff as papers 
made in other countries. This decree 
was afterward affirmed and the tariff was 
retained at what it was prior to the 1885 
trouble. In the early part of the year there 
was a very good demand for straw wrappings 
and prices were well sustained. Along in 
June a number of mills shut down, some be- 
cause of lack of raw material, their stock hav- 
ing given out and the ruling rates for straw 
not admitting of turning it into paper ata 
profit. A number of other mills ran at half 
time. This withdrawal of supplies had its ef- 
fect and the market gradually grew better, un- 
der a favorable trade both home and export, 
until the close, when prices were sustained 
under fair business demands. 

In hangings there has not been much of 
special interest. After considerable trouble 
the ‘‘pool” of the wall-paper stainers was 
formed in June for another year, the old 
schedule of prices being enforced, save on 
two high-grade and one low-grade papers, as 
to which slight modifications were made. 

One of the most important facts connected 
with the trade was the formation of a mutual 
fire insurance company. Early in the year 
the plan was discussed by some of the Hol- 
yoke manufacturers, and at the Saratoga 
meeting much interest was aroused on the 
subject, culminating at last in the incorpora- 
tion on November 23 of the Paper Mill Mu- 
tual Insurance Company, with a capital of 
$1, 100,000, 

Jute Butts. 

The jute butt market during the year 1886 
was without any special feature of interest. 
The importation was large ; in fact, the largest 
of any year except 1883; and consumption 
exceeded the imports by some 27,000 bales, 
leaving a stock on January 1, 1887, of only 
30,000 bales, against 57,000 on January 1, 
1886. The crop as shown by the imports has 
been much larger than the estimates given 
out by the importers early last year. The 
new crop is said to be good, and is expected 
to equal at least, if it does not exceed, any 


preceding crop with the possible exception of 
the crop, of 1883. 

Prices were fairly steady, the variation 
being within the limit of 44-100 of a cent at 
the extreme; and for all practical purposes 
below Kc, As usual the spot price has ruled 
a trifle below the cost of importation at the 
same date, except at the close, when the cost 
of imp ort was about same as the spot price. 
There have been larger shipments from Cal- 
cutta so far to date than at the same date last 
year by about 22,000 bales, and it is thought 
that a’ much larger part of them is unsold than 
was the case last year. The rupee cost of 
butts in Calcutta is higher than it was last 
year, but the extremely low price of freight 
has about offset this increase. The spot 
market is firm at 14{@1%Kc. for paper; 1% 
@2c. for mixing, and 2@2%c. for spinning 
butts. The market for future delivery is inac- 
tive, and paper butts are quoted at 1.70@ 
1.75¢.; mixing, 13¢@1.15-16c.; spinning, 
2@2.3-16c. and dull. 

The following table shows the stocks in 
Boston and New York on January 1 in each of 
the last fourteen years, total import and con- 
sumption in each year, quantities taken each 
year by paper makers and bag manufacturers, 
average prices and highest and lowest prices 
of both qualities :

Wood Pulp. 


There was, on the whole, a very good de- 
mand for wood pulp throughout the year. 
The year opened with a moderate trade in 
progress, and with quotations at 14 @1%Kc. 
for poplar and 2@2c. for spruce delivered. 
During the summer these prices weakened 
somewhat, spruce selling at 1I.95c., at which 
it held for some time, and then going to 1%c. 
Toward the close of the year it was firmer 
under more attention and closed quoted : 
poplar at 1%{c., and spruce at1%@-—c. The 
business in foreign Ground Wood bas in- 
creased very greatly, and prices have d clined 
to some extent owing to the increased mpor- 
tations and also to sharper competitidh. In 
January quotations were, ex-dock 50 p.k cent.

Wet, 15c., Dry, 1.80c., and Brown Boiled, 
1 5c., the latter closing the month at 1.70c. In 
the next thirty days Dry was advanced to 
1%c., Brown Boiled weakening a trifle, while 
Wet ruled 15%@1.65c. These prices were 
maintained fairly well until warm weather and 
in July we find the market was: Wet, 1%c.. 
Dry, 1%{c., Brown Boiled, 154c. A month later 
Wet had dropped to 1.56c., and the market 
has remained at that figure, the call for the 
goods being well sustained. 
Wood Fibre. 

While chemical fibre has had a more than 
fair trade during the past year, prices have 
been scaled down in this line as in all others. 
At the opening, the association price for 
chemical fibre was 4c. for Bleached and 3% 
@3.80c. for Unbleached, and the mills had 
their product well sold ahead. In February, 
prices dropped to 3c. for Bleached and 
3c. for Unbleached, and these figures held to 
the close of the year so far as the combination 
was concerned. Outside makes, however, 
could be obtained at lower figures. By the 
first of August there was some accumulation of 
stock over the summer, but the call grew brisk 
and in a short time stocks were pretty well 
cleaned up. Foreign fibres have come in in 
increased quantities and varieties, but prices 
have been pinched closer than heretofore, 
owing to competition among importers. The 
year opened with the following figures in 
force: Unbleached, soda pine process, 3.55@ 
3-65c. and Bleached, same process, 4.10@5 c.; 
Unbleached, sulphite process, 3.80@4.40c., 


jand Bleached, 54%@6%c.; Bleached Straw 


Pulp, s@6c. At the end of three months Un- 


|| bleached soda had dropped to 3.50c. and 


Bleached to 4c. as an inside price, other 
grades holding prices about as before. By 
July 1 prices were revised to some extent. 
Bleached soda fibre was quoted 3%c.; Un- 
bleached sulphite 3%@4c. and Bleached 
sulphite as low as 44%c. The inside figure as 
to Unbleached soda was again reduced by Sep- 
tember 1, the range being 3@3.5o0c., the re- 
duction being due probably to carving of prof- 
its by importers. These figures remained in 
force to the close of the year. During the 
fall the call for foreign fibre increased very 
considerably and at the end of the year the 
market was brisk. 
Foreign Rags and Paper Stock. 

The imports of foreign stock at the port of 
New York during 1886 were as follows, a com- 
parison being made with the corresponding 
figures of 1885 :

The figures here shown contain in them- 
selves a very fair explanation of the course of 
the market during the past year. The enor- 
mous increase in the importation and use of 
wood has more than any other one factor de- 
pressed the rag market during the past year. 
Then, again, many importers have been carry- 
ing large store stocks of goods not available 
on contracts or in response to current calls. 
These have been a continual damper on the 
market, and when finally there came a sys- 
tematic cleaning out of store lots, the goods 
were sold at losses, and at prices which were 
far below the original cost. On the other 
hand there has been a growing practice among 
importers to bring out only such goods as are 
sold, and owing to this rule, which has 
been adhered to as closely as possible, 
store stocks have not of late increased 
very materially, while the market, as a 
whole, closed in better shape, there being | 
much less range of selection on spot. The | 
market favored the buyers throughout the year | 
and prices have been on the downward grade, 
being accelerated or retarded by incidents or | 
circumstances which temporarily made the 
market weaker or stronger. The course of 
the figures has been lower, and in almost all 
grades, without exception, this is a recognized 
fact. The demand was indifferent, manufac- 
turers at no time showing any great anxiety to 
purchase and exhibiting a confidence in the 
weakness of the market which was amply 
warranted in the light of subsequent facts. For 
instance, London Seconds at the opening of | 
the year were quoted at 24;@2/c. By June! 


| ures, 
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they were quoted at 1.60@15c., and at the 
end of the year they were selling at 1.45¢., 
while there were offers of even lower figures, 
say, 1.30c. Blue Linens at the opening were 
quoted at 344@3%éc., and while at the close 
special packings were quoted at 34@3%c., 
the ruling price for the current brands was 
2%@3c. Blue cottons in the same way 
Started at 234@2'%c., but closed the year at 
1%@2c. Some interest was shown during 
the year in Japanese rags. The opening sales 
were by auction at 14%@1%c. The holders of 
large parcels after this formed a sort of syndi- 
cate, by which the price was put and held at 
2c. In the fall there were sales to speculators 
of cargoes at 1.60c. and 1,.68c.; still later a 
sale at 13¢c., less 2 per cent., while the closing 
sale was to a manufacturer at 15¢c. Egyptian 
rags have kept company with other grades, 
and lost during the year about Xc., being 
quoted at the close at 14@1&c. As the 
prices lowered, grades were in many cases 
broken up or deteriorated, and this feature 
assisted in dragging down the market. 

During the year the disinfection question 
was stirred up from time to time. In January 
a cargo of Japanese blues arrived at this port 
and was the subject of much discussion and 
argument. The Health Officer’s decision was 
appealed from, the Quarantine Commissioners 
sustained his view of the case, but the rags 
were not disinfected, they being taken to an- 
other port. Just about this time Boston im- 
porters, paper manufacturers and steamship 
and railroad men began a combined 
against the regulations in force at that 
An investigation was started which brought 
out some very interesting facts, the result of 
which was a virtual concession of the demands 
made. The regulations had formerly called 
for the disinfection of all rags entered at that 
port, a rule which cut off importations and di- 
verted goods to New York. On the removal 
of this rule business resumed its normal flow, 
although toward the close goods were being 
sent to Boston in preference to New York, 
owing to the modification of the regulations at 
the former port. In May the New York 
Chamber of Commerce took up the subject. of 
rag importation, and, after an examination into 
the question, adopted resolutions by which the 
Health Officer agreed to be bound. During 
July, Secretary Fairchild issued an order ad- 
dressed to customs officers advising them that 
the passage of a vessel at Quarantine should 
be sufficient evidence to them that the rags 
were to be landed as other merchandise, This 
allowed custom-house permits to be issued 
without requiring as a pre-requisite the certifi- 
cate of the Health Officer, and it was expected 
that that official would be obliged to hold a 
vessel at Quarantine if it was desired to disin- 
fect them. No such case has arisen ; or, where 
rags have come in non-disinfected, they have 
been lightered to other ports. At the port of 
New York, inspectors’ certificates that the rags 
have been disinfected abroad are still re- 
quired. 

Paper stock has been without any special 
features. Prices wavered somewhat, but, on 
the whole, finished up the year relatively bet- 
ter than for rags. During the summer papers 
were very much depressed, and prices ruled so 
low that collections were not kept up and sup- 
plies were cut off to some extent. Toward the 
fall the market recovered a little, but no very 
active demand was apparent. 


Domestic Rags. 

Domestic rags followed closely in the wake 
of foreign rags and prices steadily declined 
from the opening of the year. Grades like- 
wise deteriorated and one cannot judge at all 
of what a rag will be from the name given it. 
At the opening of the year, No. 1 City Whites 
were in fair demand and selling 44@4\c., 
with No. 2 City Whites at 24%@2c., while 
during the latter part of the month woolens 
stiffened up and showed very much better fig- 
These prices held fairly well until the 
break-up in the weather, when prices came 
down, No. 1 City Whites being quoted at 4c., 
No. 2 City Whites, 144@2c., and Seconds 1@ 
rc. in April, while by the middle of Jun 
each grade had lost another %c. These g 
were not permanent, however, and 4

There was a meeting of the paper trade 
in Philadelphia on Tuesday, in response to a 
call which was signed by A. G. Elliott & Co., 
Bulkley, Raiguel & Co., 
facturing Company, I. N. Megargee & Co., 
Williams & Co., the Scott Paper Company, 
Armstrong, Craig & Co., Garrett & Buchan- 
an, P. Rudolph, R. A. Sentman & Son, 
Moulton & Miinch, the T. W. Price Company, 
Wolf Brothers and J. M. Willcox & Co. The 
object of the meeting was to discuss the advi- 
sability of forming a protective association 
and to establish one if it should be deemed de- 
sirable. The members present expressed 
themselves fully and freely upon the question, 
and all seem to agree upon the one point, 
that

some sort of action is necessary 
in order to protect the trade against | 
the inroads and tricks of a certain class 


of buyers who for years have been living 
off the paper trade. After a very free 
expression of opinion, a committee of | 
three was appointed, consisting of E. R. 
Bulkley, of Bulkley, Raiguel & Co.; A. G. 
Elliott, of A. G. Elliott & Co., and E. Wolf, 
of Wolf Brothers, to draught an agreement 
or set of resolutions to be adopted as expres- 
sive of the sense and purpose of the members 
of the paper trade. This work is now in hand. 
It will be promptly attended to, and another 
meeting will be held in a tew days, when the 
agreement will be ratified. Each house will 
report to a clerk, who will be employed 
for the purpose of keeping the information 
received from all. Delinquent customers and 
those who have been helped with their notes 
and who do not pay their bills, and others 
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who are otherwise objectionable for good 
cause, will be reported through the private 
channel! thus established, and each member of 
the association will receive information on 
application. 


A great deal can be said as to the urgency 
of this movement. There are buyers of paper 
in this city, as in all others, who exhaust the 
entire trade, running from one to another get- 
ting credit and wearing it out ; then trying an- 
other, and so on to the end. Each dealer or 
manufacturer hesitated to confess his loss to 
another, and thus the rascals went on fleecing 
each in turn. This effort is certainly com- 
mendable from the standpoint of those who 
have been imposed upon. It is not intended to 
do any man harm, nor to report the accidental 
delinquencies, nor to keep any record nor 
give any information that will injure any hon- 
est man or firm. The object is to root out 
this objectionable class of people, who do busi- 
ness only to rob. 

E. J. Spangler is extremely busy on seed 
bags. He has just taken an order for ten 
million from a Western seedsman, and will 


| work night and day until the order is filled, 


and the firm has orders enough to last until 
| July. The establishment was closed on Tues- 
day on account of the death of Mrs. Christian 
E. Spangler, the mother of E. J. Spangler. 
Bulkley, Raiguel & Co. report good results 
after the books of the year had been closed. 
The T. W. Price Paper Company speaks of 
a demand for the better class of goods, and 
especially for the better quality of advertising 
cards. Its holiday trade was so rushing that 
night and day work failed to fill all the orders 
promptly. Its hand-made envelope business 
is making rapid strides, and the company’s 
goods are meeting with special favor in all the 
markets into which they have been introduced. 
The Whiting Paper Company reports an in- } 
crease of business in 1886 of 25 per cent. over | 
1885. This company now offers jobbers and |

dealers special inducements, as all of its N. S 
or special lots of all three of its mills will come 
to Philadelphia, instead of going to Boston, as 
heretofore. 

The house of A. G. Elliott & Co. repeats its 
report of active trade and a booming demand 
for tubes, parchment paper, and for all kinds 
of paper. It expects to put on more machin- 
ery to turn out larger quantities of parchment 
paper. D.

Boston Notes.

From the several interviews had this 
day with paper dealers and paper manufac- 
turers the outlook for the new year is very 
encouraging. 

The last few months of the year just past, it 
is claimed, developed a good demand for pa- 
per generally. Paper dealers disposed of 
large quantities of paper, and the manufac- 
turers, with but few exceptions, were able to 
close out their surplus stocks. The quantities 
of paper held by manufacturers at the present 
time are reputed to be very small. While or- 
ders for white papers are not being numerously 
placed just now, manufacturers have orders 
enough on hand to run on for several weeks 
yet. 

In the manilla trade the situation is some- 
what different, and the condition of affairs in 
this line is expressed as follows by one of the 
leading manilla paper manufacturers of the 
country: ‘* Yes, we are having a good trade, 
and orders are coming in on us in even larger 
numbers than we want—r100-ton and 200-ton 
orders. Some of these large orders we refuse 
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| rather than lock up our product for the next 


six months at present prices. Our prices on 
manilla papers now are Kc. above the quota- 
tions of some manufacturers, and we get our 
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price every time, and must have it if the other 
fellow wants the paper, Jute butts are now 
selling at 1.81c., and the chances are strongly 
in favor of 2c., against 15¢c. last year at this 
time and 1%c. during the summer. When 
butts fell to 1%c. then manufacturers began 
to cut prices, and they have felt bad about it 
ever since. Even at the present full advance 
manilla papers are too low with jute butts at 
2c., and if the raw material does reach that 
figure, as the conditions of the Calcutta market 
seem to indicate, then another advance in 
manilla papers will have to be made. Buying 
manillas for future delivery at present prices 
is a good speculation for any paper dealer.” 
Such is the opinion of one whose position in 
the trade entitles his remarks to some weight, 
and they are given for what they are worth. 

The paper-stock trade shows no material 
change ; orders are reported to be coming in 
slowly but steadily, and the transition from 
the old year to the new shows no break in this 
particular, The paper-stock market is reported 
firm, but there is no advance in prices unless it 
be a small advance on some special lines of 
stock. The foreign markets, it is claimed, carry 
over into the new year lighter stocks than for 
some years past, and as that is about the status 
of affairs in the local market, the developments 
of the future are watched with considerable in- 
terest by the trade generally. 


The chemical market is quiet, the demand 
for this week being somewhat limited. Bleach- 
ing powders are quiet at 1.82%c. to 1.85¢. 
Caustic soda is in light request, quotations 
ranging from 2.45c. for round lots to 2%c. for 
smaller quantities. Soda ash is held at 1c. 
to 1%c. as per brand and quantity. Soda 
crystals are jobbing at 95c., and quiet. In a 
week or two chemical dealers expect to see the 
market a little more active. 

The receipts of chemicals for the week to 
date comprise 1,079 casks of bleaching pow- 
ders, 300 drums of caustic soda, 506 casks of 
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soda ash, 55 casks of refined alkali and 807 
barrels of soda crystals. 

The imports of paper stock for the same 
time show a total of 5,009 bales and coils; 
2,907 bales of rags, 781 bales of paper waste, 
781 bales of old bagging, 41 bales of jute 
threads, 205 coils of old rope and 294 bales of 
paper stock not classed. 


Of miscellaneous imports the receipts in- 
clude 103 bags of old pickers, 82 bags and 10 
bales of hide cuttings, 200 barrels of venetian 
red, 140 casks of china clay, 48 casks of 
Southern clay, roo barrels of rosin and 5 bales 
of felts. 


Advertising calendars for the year 1887 are 
growing numerous, some of which are very 
handsome and make attractive decorations for 
Office use.

C. S, 
Perry, the Federal-street paper-cutter, favors 
his numerous friends in the paper trade with 
an attractive steel-plate engraved calendar of 
goodly size, the same being furnished with a 
tasty knot of ribbon. A very sensible calen- 
dar for office use—one of large proportions, 
with the days of the week and the dates thereof 
in such size that the eye can quickly take in 
the situation—is received with the compli- 
ments of the William Cabble Excelsior Wire 
Manufacturing Company, of New York city. 
A calendar which will interest a large number 
of the paper trade—since so many are bicycle 
riders—is the Columbia Bicycle Calendar, is- 
sued by the Pope Manufacturing Company, of 
Boston.

The beginning of the new year finds the 
paper trade quiet and presenting very few new 
features on which to expatiate. Some 
branches of the business are livelier than 
others, the book mills, especially, finding 
trade much better than is usual at this season ; 
but this is accounted for on the ground that 
many of the large publishing houses have 
done double the business lately that they did 
earlier in the season, which has increased the 
demand for paper. Some of the mills have 
been run on orders for weeks ahead on the 
strength of such business. The Western 
trade, too, has kept up remarkably well and 
some good orders have come to certain of the 
mills from that section. It is thought by some 
that in time the South will receive more atten- 
tion than it now does, as there has been a 
quiet improvement of its many resources 
going on there for some time, and the time is 
coming when the manufacturers will fully 
realize this and will take advantage of it. 
There is very little change in prices to note 
and probably will not be at present. Writings 
are in fair demand at firm rates. News is 
quite active and there is a moderate call 
for manillas at current quotations, Most of 
the mills are still busy on the inventories due 
at this season of the year. 

As to the stock market there is very little to 
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be said, the closing business of the year hav- 
ing been light. Very little rag stock is coming 
in over the various railroads just now, and 
this state of things will rule till the invento- 
ries are finished. There is a disposition 
among the stock men to talk higher prices for 
the future, but the manufacturers do not allow 
this to trouble them.

The Paper Trade of Roumania and 
Servia. 


The manufacture of paper is, as stated 
by the Brussels Bulletin du Musée Commercial, 
only slightly developed in Roumania. Nearly 
all the paper consumed there is imported from 
Austria-Hungary, France, Germany and Eng- 
land. There are only two paper factories in 
Roumania, one at Busteni, producing about 
250,000 kilogs. per annum ; the other at Letea, 
established with the support of the govern- 
ment, from whom it has obtained great privi- 
leges. The expenses of the construction of 
the latter, the property of the Roumanian 
Paper Manufacturing Company, and the great 
outlay for works to protect it from the inun- 
dations of the Bistritz4, which flows at a short 
distance from the factory, are, however, so 
great that the result is most unsatisfactory, in 
consequence of which the shares can be got at 
a discount of 50 per cent. This company is, 
under a contract, compelled .to supply all the 
paper the government requires, but it is hardly 
able to supply the paper necessary for the print- 
ing of the Moniteur Oficiel, and produces, there 
tore, barely 150,000 kilogs. per annum. The 
factory at Busteni produces, likewise, only 
paper for printing purposes. Every va- 
riety and quality of paper is consumed in 
Roumania. Of foreign countries, Austria-Hun- 
gary imports the largest quantity, amounting 
in value to 4,970,695 frs. Next follows France 
with 487,529 frs., Germany with 291,128 frs., 
and England with 43,271 frs. In Servia there 
is no paper factory at all, most of the paper 
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Of ordinary paper, 647,912 kilogs.; value, 
295,424 frs. 2. Of writing, printing and 
drawing paper, 212,630 kilogs.; value, 290 202 
frs. 3. Of cigarette paper, 53,336 kilogs.; 
value, 68,960 frs. 4. Of colored paper, 84,445 
kilogs.; value, 80,031 frs. 5. Of card paste- 
board, &c., paper, 30,102 kilogs.; value, 57,- 
638 frs. Payment is made by bills of ex- 
change at four or six months. The customs 
duty on entry into Servia is: On silk paper, 
10 frs. ad valorein ; on post paper, Io frs. per 
100 kilogs.; on thin packing paper, 8 frs. ad 
valorem ; on drawing paper, 8 frs. ad valorem; 
on writing and printing paper, 7 frs. per 100 
kilogs.; cardboard, 4 frs. per too kilogs.; on 
ordinary packing paper, 4 frs. per 100 kilogs. 
The customs charges do not exceed I per cent.

Chemicals. 

The chemical market during the past year 
was in a very quiet condition for the most 
part; and save for the item of Bleach there 
was nothing out of the ordinary run so far 
as paper-makers’ chemicals are concerned. 
Bleached turned the new year twelve months 
ago at 1.60c., and during the first three 
months made a slight gain, so that, even with 
a light demand, May 1 saw the spot supply 
very limited, goods afloat mostly under contract 
and the market fairly steady at 1.62%c. This, 
however, did not hold and a month later 
1.564. was the price, while in July the lowest 
Price of the year, 1.50c., was touched. This 
last rate remained in force in August, but the 
market was stronger. . In September the Eng- 
lish combination was very materially strength- 
ened and prices began to look up. Under 
foreign advices the rate rose to 1.70@1X%c. at 
the middle of the month. The closing week 
of the month was somewhat exciting, the mar- 
ket going to 2c, This checked business some- 
what and a reaction took the price to 1.85@ 
1.87%c, The rise again began in the middle 
of October, the price going to 1.g90c., then 
to 1.95c. in November, 2c. in December and 
closing firm at 1.95c. Other chemicals have 
had a very tame demand. Soda Ash and 
Caustic Soda fluctuated very little, and in both

ACCORDING to custom THE JOURNAL 
presents its usual review of the course of 
the markets during the twelve months 
last ended, with a summary of the leading 
incidents of the trade. 





One feature of the year has been the 
increase in the imports of wood pulp, 
under which term are included both the 
mechanically and chemically prepared 
products. This increase, as compared 
with 1885, amounted to nearly eighty 
thousand packages, and this, taken in 
connection with the production of pulp 
and fibre in this country, shows in part 
how the cheapening process in paper has 
been carriedon. At the same time it will 
be seen that the shrinkage in the imports 
of rags has not been of equal proportions 
and, in fact, is almost inconsiderable. 





THE growth of our imports of foreign 
stock of all kinds has been about eighty-

| OTHER deductions are to be gathered 
| from the review presented; but we leave 
these to the care of our readers and turn 
| to the consideration of the present situa- 
| tion and the outlook for the future. The 
| various mills during the past year were 
kept generally well engaged, and from all 
| accounts to hand we are led to conclude 
| that they are under good headway with a 
| fair demand, which in some lines ap- 
proaches closely to the production. There 
certainly is not such a condition as we 
| had occasion to note in former years when 
| the market was glutted. Prices are in- 
deed low, but it is within the power of 
manufacturers to advance them within 
| reasonable limits should they choose to 
do so. There is, in all lines of industry, 
a fair degree of activity, and the increase 
| of industrial enterprises and the revival 
| of those already established have been 
quite marked during the year, and bid 
fair to continue. 





For the future of trade and the indus- 
trial interests of the country there seems 
to be well-grounded hope. There are no 
unfavorable or disturbing influences at 
present visible to discourage the belief 
that 1887 will be a year of increased pros- 
perity. The construction, last year, of 
seven thousand miles of railways upon 
legitimate grounds of extension and 
not for mere _ speculative purposes, 
and the development promised thereby 
together with the probability, almost 
amounting to assurance, that similar 
progress will distinguish the current year, 
helps to confirm this feeling. But with 
all these circumstances of cheer, we think 
that American manufacturers should feel 
impelled, particularly in view of existing 
low prices, to make vigorous effort to 
‘extend their trade and to seek the cus- 
tom which a careful exploitation of 
foreign markets would be likely to 
insure them. We believe it to be our 
duty at all times, as often and as urgently 
as possible, to present this demand to our 
readers, but more particularly at this 
time, when circumstances seem to be 
favorable for entering upon a campaign 
of commercial extension. 











PAPER-STOCK IMPORTS. 


The total imports of rags and paper 
stock at the port of New York during the 
month ended December 31, as reported, 
were 38,324 bales, an increase over the 
corresponding month of 1885 of 13,848 
bales, and an increase compared with De- 
| cember, 1884, of 7,339 bales. There was 
a decrease from December 1885 in rags of 
1,308 bales. Manilla stocks show a de- 
crease of 328 bales, and old papers a 
decrease of 1,300 bales. Wood pulp shows 
an increase of 16,784 packages. The total

A Reminiscence. 
To the Editor of The Journal : 

In the year 1832 I commenced work as a 
journeyman at a small two-vat mil] owned by 
Henry Yates, and of which James Crosswell 
was foreman. This mill was located on a 
very small stream near the city of Schenec- 
tady, and ran most of the time on bank-note 
and lottery-ticket paper. In the fali of 1833 I 
commenced work for W. W. & C. Laflin, at 
Lee, Mass. This firm was then running two 
mills—the Housatonic and Crow Hollow. The 








changes in both mills. 











Housatonic was a three-vat mill, and I had a 
position at the first vat until the mill was 
burned, I think in October, 1834. I think 
that it was admitted by all old paper makers 
that this was the finest mill in the country. 
The Crow Hollow mill I think had four en- 
gines and a wet machine; also a dryer, but 
not attached, being in separate rooms some 
distance apart. The machine-tender ran the 
paper off on rolls called ‘‘lay-boys” and 
the dryer-tenders took the lay-boys and 
placed them on the dryer frame, and passed 
the sheet through, and in doing so frequently 
made more ‘‘ broken” than whole paper. I 
understand soon after I left Lee that the Laf- 


Llins made a change in the Crow Hollow mill, 


and connected the wet machine and dryer, and 
were very much pleased with the change.

Starting up on Sunday Night. 
Brrmincuam, Conn., January 3, 1887. 
To the Editor of The Journal : 

I would like to inquire through your valua- 
ble medium how many paper manufacturers 
there are who are willing to shut down their 
mills Saturday noon and start up again on 
Monday morning. It seems to me it would 
be a good thing for all willing and anxious to 
bring this about to authorize THE JoURNAL to 
give our names to the public every week and 


| ask all paper manufacturers to add their 


names to the list, and as soon as two-thirds 
ofthe amount of product of all the mills are 
added to such list call a meeting for the pur- 
pose of adopting the resolution. Of course 
the manufacturers can just as well pay the 
same price to their help for a week's work 
after shortening the hours of time eighteen 
hours as they pay now, provided they all do 
so, as such action will, of course, put up the 
price of paper in proportion, and paper is sure- 
ly so low that it would not hurt the consumer in 
the least if it should take a little upward turn. 

I think that the manufacturers who favor 
this action should ask those who do not favor 
it to say so, aud say it through THe Jour- 


tion. No man ought to willfully practise that 
which he is ashamed to defend. __I have prac- 
tised running our mill from twelve o'clock on 
Sunday till twelve on Saturday night, because 
others have done so, and have had those 


| others to compete with, and was actually ob- 


liged to do it because of sharp competition ; 
nevertheless, I do ngt recommend it, and I 
am anxious, for several reasons, to help abol- 
ish such an irksome practice. Now, let the 
opposition speak out and give their reasons 
for such opposition; and do so through THe 
JOURNAL. 

I believe that eight hours are all paper mak- 
ers ought to work for a day’s work, and the 
same with nearly all kinds of work and indus- 
try. I believe that we shall soon see the eight- 
hour system adopted all over the United 
States, and also more pay for eight than has 
been paid for ten hours, simply because it is 
right and because it will more evenly divide 
the work and the wealth of the country.

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An Organizing Proposition. 
To the Editor of The Journal : 

We have noticed that THE JouRNAL for quite 
a while past has printed something about shut- 
ting down on Saturday at six o’clock Pp. M. and 
starting up on Monday morning at seven 
o'clock, will but we fail to see anything 
which shows any action toward putting the 
plan into operation. 

Mr. Wilkinson is the only manufacturer who 
has come out plainly and said what he would 
do if other large manilla mills would do the 
same. It could hardly be expected that Mr. 
Wilkinson will do this alone, and no one with 
common sense would expect it. Now the 
question comes, How can we compel the other 
large and small mills to follow his example? 
Point me out, if you can, a class of men as in- 
telligent and reliable which has to work as 
hard and as many hours as machine-tenders 
and engineers, and who only receive wages 
enough to keep soul and body together. 

Do the manufacturers think that we are ask- 
ing too much when we ask for these few hours 
so that we may attend church on the Sabbath 
and have a little recreation ? And why do paper 
makers get such a hard name because they do 
not attend church? Is it their fault? We 
say no. 

If the employees had their Saturday night’s 
rest like other people, you would see them at- 
tend church and you would see a more con- 
tented class of men; you would also see the 
machine turning out as large a quantity and a 
better quality of paper. If the manufacturers 
should grant their request, we think that it 
would be money in their pockets at the end of 
the year. Could any manufacturer say any- 
thing if there was a general strike, and could 
he blame any of the men for asserting their 
rights ? 

Now, what we should propose is to appoint a 
good, honest, live man in each State to go 
around through the mills and organize an 
association to consist of first-class machine- 
tenders and engineers, and every machine- 
tender and engineer who approves of this 
could contribute enough to pay the expense, 
or they could appoint one man or more from 











each State and let them hold a meeting and 
organize that way. The time has come now 
to stop fooling and go to work, and let every 
man do his duty.

Paper Making in Australia. 








Home industries are being rapidly pro- 


| moted in Australia by bonuses, bounties, and

desire to establish paper mills in new districts 
Hitherto the Aus- 
tralian Colonies have been dependent on the 
their paper supply. 
Large producers and consumers of paper as 
are the contiguous empires of China and 
Japan, their production is not of a kind suited 


to English requirements. Ere long the home | 


production of paper in Australia may attain 
some importance, but at present it is insig- 
nificant. 

Whoever ponders the matter must award to 
paper, with its twin sister the printing-press, 


the very first place among the factors of the | 


world’s progress and enlightenment. Europe 
and America, owe their high civilization and 
wealth to-day in no small degree to the abun- 
dance of paper available for trade purposes or 


|for the dissemination of cheap literature. 


Our modern civilization is so wrapped up in 
| paper that to do without it would be to lapse 
into barbarism. It kindies our fires every 
morning ; the matches we use are encased in 
it; its broad sheet brings to us the freshly 
printed news ; we enter the busy city, and a 
paper ticket is the railway or the omnibus 
passport ; we receive our letters written on 
its finest surface and inclosed in its envelopes. 
We pack our waresin it, and pay for them 
with its money, or make it promise to pay at 
some future date ; we never buy or sell with- 
out its note, receipt, undertaking, or agree- 
ment; if we lease our lands or ship our mer- 
chandise we make it the witness ; our accounts, 
forms, ledgers, and all the machinery of our 
business are dependent on it. Our walls are 
tastefully hung with it ; our pictures and books 
are printed on it ; our locomotive wheels have 
been made of it; may, we even wear it, and 
make it serve and please us in ten thousand 
ways. Whether we write or read; if we go 
to church or law; in school, home, shop, 
office, paper is our friend. 

The most prosperous countries in the world 
are dotted with paper mills. In the United 
Kingdom there are about 400, and the United 
Sates about three times that number. In the 
Southern Hemisphere we find two mills in New 
Zealand with 500,000 population, two in New 
South Wales with 900,000, and three in 
Victoria with 1,000,000. If less than 2,500,- 
000 persons suffice to sustain these seven mills, 
it is urged that over 300,000 people in South

| Australia can support one mill. This manu- 
| facture it is considered may be profitably in- 
troduced into South Australia, for while the 
colonists remain without it they assert they 
are neglecting an industry which is the hand- 
maiden of art, learning, and wealth. 

For the finest kinds of paper linen rags are 
used and the imports of linen and cotton rags 
average now about 36,000 tons, 
nearly $2,500,000, besides large quantities 
collected at home. The trade in this com- 
modity is considerable. In the warm climate 
of Australia more linen is worn than in Eu- 
rope, and it is probably sooner cast off, be- 
sides which there are annually thrown away 
tons of other convertible material, such as 
| cotton rags, ropes, bagging, straw and old 
paper. 

But rags are not the only material available. 
Nature herself supplies substances which can 
be made into a great variety of useful papers. 
Manufacturers were not slow to recognize 
| that linen was far too costly to be worked 
nto common packing and printing papers. 
Accordingly they have turned their attention 
to more plentiful materials, such as flags, 
rushes, leaves, barks and other vegetable 
fibres. 

Henry Darwin, in a prize essay in response 
to premiums offered by the South Australian 
Chamber of Manufacturers, thus speaks of the 
indigenous vegetation suitable for paper mak- 
ing: ‘* Anyone{who has rambled through our 
country fields must have noticed everywhere 
the luxuriant growth of native flax and tall 
| esparto-like grass, exceedingly tough, yet of 
fine, delicate fibre. Every year hundreds of 
ee of it are destroyed by our bush fires. 
|

Would it not diminish the risk and at the same 
time provide work before harvest if this mate- 
rial were cut and turned into paper? Then we 
have reeds in our unsightly bogs and marshes 
in the creeks, which are doubtless also avail- 
able for the purpose in question. 

” “* Whoever will pay a visit to the Museum 
ef Economic Botany may see numerous speci- 
mens of Australian paper carefully laid out 
and technically described by Dr. Schomburg. 
They are unsized and unbleached, but it is 
easy to see that the omitted operations would 
have made them excellent articles for com- 
mercial or artistic purposes. Perhaps what 
strikes the inexperienced observer as the best 
result in the collection is that produced from a 
South Australian rush named Scirpus lacustris, 
or a similar production from the Australian 
fresh water Ovedogonium, salt club rush, bul- 
rush, dry rush, spine rush, the sedge (Cyperus 
lucidus), and a South Australian flag are also 
laid under contribution. Such vegetation is 
found in abundance in the swampy southeast 
country along the banks and back waters of 
the Murray, and about the salt lakes of the far 

North. 
, such as the toliage of the shoe-oak, or the grass 
tree, and bark from white and red gums, tea 
tree and stringy bark, all yielding apparently 
good results. Two varieties are mentioned 
specially as of South Australian growth, the 
| Dichelachne crenata, a grass common in the 
| colony, and Stipa semibarbata, said to be of 
frequent occurrence.” 

The writer of this essay goes on to add that 
a highly interesting circumstance for the 
colony, in connection with the manufacture of 
paper, is that while all its operations can be 
performed by machinery, the driving force re- 
quired is but trifling. Ina country destitute 
| of coal, this is an important consideration. 
If a high steam-pressure were required, the 
expenditure for fuel would add greatly to the 
cost of production, unless indeed electricity, 
or some other new force, could be made avail- 
able at a low price. In Holland, which is a 
great paper-producing country, the mills are 
all driven by wind, and in many English coun- 
ties water is the motive-power. 

There can be no reason why the quantities 
of water which have to be used throughout the 
| process should not first of all drive the ma- 
chinery. An American has recently contrived 
a windmill which lifts aloft enough sand in 
breezy weather to keep it moving when calms 
occur. Such a mill might be easily worked 
near the mouth of the Murray River, where 
fresh water, wind, and fine sand are all plenti- 
ful; or, in the absence of sand, the windmill 
could pump up sufficient water to supply the 
vats and propel the machinery, if required. 
Indeed, at any point along the river its water 
and current are available for these purposes, 
whilst the surrounding lands are well adapted 
for the cultivation of fibre plants. 

Doubless there are other favorable localities 
in the colony, such as the valley of the Onka- 








paringa, where the soil is fertile, the water | 


fresh, and its current strong. 


It is customary to decry new industries in | 


the colonies, on the ground that labor is so 
dear that the colonists cannot compete with 
English manufacturers in their own markets. 
The increase of machinery has largely over- 
come this objection, and now in Great Britain, 
where labor is so cheap,it is estimated that the 
work of 20,000,000 laborers is done by wind, 
water, and steam power. 

The fine displays of woolens, leather, fur- 
niture, and other manufactures made in the 
colonies, at the exhibition this year, are speak- 
ing evidences of progress, and of the competi- 
tion to be looked for in their home produc. 
tions.— Zx.

Manillas are in good movement, and _ the pro- 
duction of No. 1 papers is well taken up by the 
consumption. Deliveries are not as prompt in 
all cases as they might be, and there is some 
grumbling on this score. Prices are very 
steady, and it is probable that ithey will re- 
main so. Strawboards are having a moderate 
trade at full prices. Straw Wrappings are 
quiet and unchanged.
